Commisretai Fertilizer 

Commercial fertilizers offer a good 
substitute for well rotted manure, 
and to hasten many of the leafy vege 
tables along some of these chemical 
manures are almost indispensable. 
For the average garden, a good com- 
plete or mixed commercial fertilizer 
is advised. All of these are sold with 
the formulae attachéd and one should 
insist on at least four per cent nitro- 
en, eight per cent phosphorus, and 
from four to eight per cent of potash. 
Technically, this is known a8 a 4-8-4 
to a 4-8-8 The effect of nitrogen on 
the growth of a plant is more quick 
ly marked thah that of the other 
two elements, states the fegular 
vegetable gardening bulletin issued 
by the Ontario Agricuctural College. 
Nitrogen has,a direct influence on the 
development of the leafy parts of tne 
plant and imparts a déep green color 
to the leaves. It is, therefore, very 
valuable for those leafy types of vege 
tables and also as a tonic in trans- 
planting all jes, With later- 
maturing sorts such as tomatoes 
and corn, nitrogen should be applied 
in the early stages only. Phosphorus 
fertiizers are usually found to be 
valuable for growing vegetebles on 
practically all soils. Potash the third 
element in commercial fertilizer, is 
essential to starch formation, and 
green plants and root crops particu- 
larly need it. On'‘sandy and muck 
soils especially, potash is advised, as 
these soils are usualiy deficient in 
this valuable element, 


Fruits for the Smal Garden 

Some people desire to include some 
fruit trees and bushes with the gar- 
den, If there is room, a summer 
apple jike the Yellow Transparent, 
cooking; for fall, Wealthy; for early 
winter the McIntosh or Delicious; an 
Astrachan or Melba can be chosea 
for dessert purposes, or Duchess for 
for iate winter, the ern Spy: 
In the Prairie Provinces or Northern 
Quebec or Ontario, one will probably 
have to forego these varieties, but

well. as good crabapples available. 
Among the sweet cherries, Winds 
Bin and Tartarian are recommended 
growing of course, only in the warm 
er districts, while Montgomery and 
Early Richmond are standards of the 
other type.

Plums are grown almost anywhere in 
Canada, as well as currants, rasp- 
berries, strawberries, blackcaps, and 
thimble berries.

In 
making a selection of the various 
kinds and varieties, particularly for 
the home garden it is important to
